ot materlalu which may be nppopri- 
ited by the orpaule life ot the «ea. 
When 


t falls on the laud, it is generally so inco- 
jcrcnt that it is easily swept away by tno 
rains - and so comes quickly Into the ocean, 
fho 'importance of this contribution, to 
marine sediments has bcon,overlookcd uy 
geologists, but it is easy to see that It may 
amount In moss tb nornotmng liko as much 


tho earthy matter whjch is brought to 


the sea by the rivers. Tho volcanoes pi tho 
Java district alono have within a century 
thrown out a mass o£ this fragmentary 
rock amounting probably not less than ono 
hundred cubic miles, and perhaps to twico 
this quantity. Now, tho MisslKslppi river 
carrion out in the form of dissolved matter, 
mud and Band about ono cubic mile in 
twenty years, or'live cuDio miles in a 
century;"thus these volcanoes of the Java 
districts'liavo brought up from tho depths 
of the earth and contributed to tho sea 
many times as much, dctrius as has been 
conveyed to tho ocean by tho greatest rivor 
of North America. Allowing for the porosi- 
ty of the volcanic dust. It still seems un- 
likely that tho ejections from a half 
dozen great volcanoes o! the East Indian 
urchipolaffo, in tho'period of little more 
than a century, from 177^ to 1883, far 
exceeded that tooucht Into tho ocean by 
all tho rivers of North America In the Bamo 
period. 
Although the volcanoes of this dlntrict 


are by far tho moat; powerful which aro 
known, wo sttll can not fairly reckon that 
tlielr ejections represent auywhero naur 
tho half of the total quantity which came to 
tho earth's surface from such vents during 
tho above-named period of 111 years. For 
durm" this timo some scores of (rreat cra- 
ters -were in eruption, including Skaptar, in 
Iceland, Vesuvius, 2Etn:i, various volcanoes 
in Sontli America, and elsewhere. It looms, 
therefore, not u-Jikoly that tho solid mater- 
ials contributed l>y volcanoes to tho sea 
floor, may, on tho average, amount to as 
much as" that taken by tho rivers from the 
land. Aiuonjr these solid substances which 
ore ejected by volcanoes wo find soma of 
tho most indispensable elements of or- 
ganic lifo, Including phosphorus, soda, 
potash and other materials. The valuo of 
these materials to vegetation may bo Judged 
by the fertility which so often characterizes 
tho rcg-lons In tho immediate vicinity of 
volcanic cones which, cast forth largo 
amounts of ash. If the rainfall bo sufilclent 
this ash quldzly decomposes into a fertile' 
soil, which tempts the husbandman to re-' 
plant tho Holds as fast as they aro ravaged 
By the explosions.—i'wlinn-'j Maaaslnf-
